althouch eight Incendiary bombs 
were drofped on it, The singer 
industry,  neverthelass, suffered 
severe doescs through confiscation, 
requisition and bombing. 

Preserved ginger used to form 
one of the biawest export trade: 
ofthe Colony. being valucd ot 
mUlions of dollacs. England was 
alwava the bigest buyer. to the 
extent of about 60,000 casks and 
300,000 cascs (in jars) a year. 
Next in importance were Aus- 
tralia, Holland and America, It 
is interesting to note that from 
1929 to 1936, the average annual 
consumption of ginger in ‘Eng.
